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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.)

No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of January, February and March, 1936. 


January.—By far the most interesting feature on the weather charts for the month was the 
willy-willy first definitely noted on the 8th. It proved a quick-moving storm and its most severe 
effects were felt on the 90-Mile Beach, where the wind reached hurricane force with heavy rain, 
while the few stations in its path suffered severely. It quickly lost its wind force after passing the 
coast and finally spent itself in the desert country between Pilbara and Hall’s Creek. Good rains 
from this disturbance fell between the West Kimberley and the De Grey River, Thangoo Station 
registering 11 inches, while others measured 5 or 6 inches. 


No rain fell in the West Gascoyne during the month, while a large area of the Kimberleys 
between Turkey Creek, Hall’s Creek and Fitzroy Crossing received a very sparse rainfall. The 
East Gascoyne and Northern Goldfields reported thunderstorms on several days and a few sta- 
tions noted over-average results, but unfortunately these extended over a very limited area. 


In the Coolgardie goldfields, due to the heavy thunderstorms on the 30th, totals above the 
average were shown in the vicinity of Kalgoorlie and some other stations, while in the agricultural 
districts totals above the average were shown over all southern districts and at a few stations in the 
north-eastern and northern districts. In some instances the thunderstorms were accompanied 
by hail which caused damage to the late crops, while heavy winds caused considerable damage 
to outbuildings and fencing, besides uprooting trees. At centres which did not derive any benefit 
from these falls, dams and water catchments were dry, and water-carting, often at considerable 
distance, was general. 


Temoeratures in sud-trop'cal areas, despite the hot conditions at the end of the month, were 
lower than usual. The effect of the sex breeze upon the climate, as usual, showed out very dis- 
tinctly. Taking a line west to east the following means were obtained :—

At the various seaside resorts the mean maxima were as follow :—Geraldton, 83 degs. ; 
Rottnest, 79 degs. ; Fremantle, 78 degs. ; Mandurah, 81 degs.; Bunbury, 79 degs. ; Busselton, 
81 degs.; Albany, 72 degs. ; and Esperance, 76 degs. 


In the tropics some very high temperatures were experienced, the hottest station being Marble 
Bar, followed by Nullagine and Roebourne. At Marble Bar the mean maximum was 108 degs., 
at Nullagine 106 degs., and at Roebourne 101 degs., while the highest daily temperature was 
117 degs. at Marble Bar on the 22nd. 


February.—February was a month of deficient rainfall in almost every portion of the State. 

In the Kimberley, the result of a cyclonic depression passing through Central Australia from 
Queensland, general rains were registered for the first time this season. The heavy falls missed 
the Hast Kimberley, but showed up in the western division and between Derby and down along 
the 90-Mile Beach some good registrations were reported. The totals in the East Kimberley 
were very poor considering the usual February falls, and at Turkey Creek one of the driest Feb- 
ruarys on record was experienced. The table below shows the rain situation in the Kimberleys 


this season :—

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South from the Kimberley the country continued very dry and parched, and drought con- 
ditions persisted. In the wheat belt the rain was urgently required, not only for stock and house- 
hold purposes, but also to soften the ground preparatory to ploughing operations. 


Taking the State as a whole the rainfall was very disappointing, except in the West Kim- 
berley and a narrow strip of country extending from Roy Hill and Ethel Creek stations to Mundi- 
windi. A few stations in these two divisions showed over-average results, but the other portions 
of the State indicated a decided shortage. 


Temperatures, except in the tropics, were below the average, and coastal stations experienced 
a particularly cool month. Heat spells were neither long nor severe over inland districts, the 
tropical depressions as a rule displaying a decided inland tendency. 


March.—March rainfall was, with very few exceptions, below the average, and drought con- 
ditions still continued throughout the pastoral country. 


The only rains of any importance occurred on the 83rd and 4th and were confined to the wheat 
belt, and some favoured stations in the dry north-eastern areas received sufficient to soften the 
ground, and enabled farmers to commence cultivation, whilst dams received enough water to 
last for some weeks. The end of the month saw some showers in the more southern districts, 
where very dry conditions had also prevailed, and these were of considerable value to portions 
of the fruit country. With the exception of these rains the country remained everywhere dry and 
parched. 


In the East Kimberley the rainfall had been practically negligible, Wyndham having received 
only 217 points, while the only other stations to register were Hall’s Creek and Fitzroy Crossing, 
and the amounts recorded at both stations were of little value. During previous seasons, although 
dry conditions have been experienced in November, December and January, useful rains have 
saved the situation in February and March. In this instance they have been entirely lacking 
and the season is practically the worst on record. 

Although only a triviai shower or two fell in the West Kimberley, it was not so badly off 
as the eastern division, as a much better rain distribution occurred in February. 


On the coast no rain fell between Broome and Hanielin Pool, while very light gaugings were 
reported from the pastoral country embracing the North-West, Gascoyne, Murchison and Gold- 
field divisions. 


In the agricultural country a few stations in the north-east showed over-average results, but 
at the majority of districts water-carting was still general and the hand-feeding of stock was be: 
coming a necessity. 


In the Donnybrook, Arthur and Boyup Brook districts moderate gaugings at the end of the 
month were particularly welcome, both to farmers and townspeople, as water supplies were very 
short. 

Further south in the group settlement areas the rain again cut off, water supplies were low 


and the country bore a very dry appearance. In common with other divisions of the State this 
portion also had not received its usual summer falls. 


Temperatures were warmer than usual, the mean niaximum in Perth being over three degrees 
above the monthly average of 81-4 deg., while the mean minimum was 64-0 deg., against an 
average of 61-5 deg. It was the warmest March in Perth since 1930. 


The month was very quiet, and no rough weather was reported from any of the coastal stations.
